"Affairs  In  Australia  and  New  Zea- 
land? Ali.  it  does  one  good  to  see  how 
bravely  those  people  under  the  Southern 
Cross  are  grappling  with  the  special 
problems  confronting  them.  Compulsory 
military  training  is  proving  a  magniii- 
cant  success.  Not  only  in  the  sense  that 
it  is  preparing  thcm'Scor  the  inevitable 
test  to  which  they  will  be  put,  but  in 
that  it  Is  improving  the  physiclal  well- 
ng  ami  the  stamina  of  the  race.  Can- 
ada  may  learn  a  lesson  from  this.  I

LONDON.  May  l*.— The  White' City, 
as  it  used  to  be-  known,  though  the 
phrase  is  now  a  misnomer,  at  Shepherd's 
Bush,  today  revealed  itself  to  .the  pub- 
lic us  the  home  of  an  Anglo-American 
Exposition,  whose  object  was  to  cele- 
brate the  century  of  peace  .between  the 
two.  nations  since  the  Signing  of  tin- 
treaty  at  Ghent.  The  exhibition 
ground*,  of  fOO  acres  extent,  are  cov- 
ered with  palaces,  having  an  aggregate 
floor  space  of  oyer  1,000,000  suuare 
feet,  and  here  are  housed  exhibits  of  a 
total  value  of  f 7, 000, 000,  which  mate- 
rialize the  vast  gains  which  have  oc- 
curred to  mankind  through  this  century 
of  peaceful  development  of  Great  Brit- 
ain and  the  United  States,  and  demon- 
strate* practically  the  progress  made 
in  every  branch  of  civilization  by 
chronologically  arranged  exhibits,  illus- 
trative of  the  great  achievements  of 
art,  science  and  discovery  during  the 
epoch. 

The  exhibition  grounds  were  first 
laid  out,  and  some  of  the  existing 
buildings  were  first  used  for  the  suc- 
cessful Franco-British  Exhibition  in 
1908.

No  mention  was  made  in  the  note  or

The  Hon.  Frederick  de  Bart»ch_Monk. 
fourth  son  of  the  late  Hon.  S.~C.  14V 
Monk,  judge  of  the  Court  of  Queen's 
Bench,  L.  C,  and  Rosalie  Caroline, 
daughter  of  the  Bon.  P,  D.  de  Bartsch, 
Seigneur  of  St.  Charles,  P.  Q.,  was 
born  at  Montreal,  April  6,  1858.  He 
was  educated  at  Montreal  College  and 
McGill  University,  where  he  graduated 
as  B.  C.  U  fn  1877.  and  received  the 
honorary  degree  of  L.L.D.,  from  Laval 
University  ih   1890. 

Mr.  Monk  studied  law  with  the  late 
It.  Laflamme,  K.  C,  became  advocate 
in  1878.  K.  C.  in  18M  and  K.  C.  for 
the  Province  of  Quebec  In  189».  He 
was  one  of  thb  leaders  of  the  Montreal 
bar.  and  a'  partner  at  one-time  of  BM- 
mund  Barnard,  K.  c,  and  of  his  broth- 
er, the  latc.E.  C.  Monk,  K.  -C:  He  be- 
came professor  of  constitutional,  and 
international  law  at  Laval  University 
in  1892. 

Mr.  Monk  sat  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons for  Jacques  Cartter  since  the 
general. election  of  1  S3*  down  to  within 
a  few  months  of  his  death.  He  was' 
elected  leader  of  the  Liberal-Conserva- 
tive party  In  Quebec  In  1909,  a  po- 
sition whfch  he  resigned  four  years 
later.  He  was  opposed  to  the  Taft- 
Ki elding  reciprocity  compact,  and  '  on 
the  defeat  of  the  Laurler  administra- 
tion In  J911,  was  sworn  to  the  Privy 
CouncH  and  accepted  office  as  Minister 
of  Public  Works  in  the  Borden  Cabin- 
et. ^  uring  the  twelve  months  tenure 
of  Office,  Mr.  Monk  endorsed  and  fur- 
thered the  making  of  Victoria  Into  a 
national  port,  a  great  Western  gate- 
way of  the  Dominion.  Under  him,  the 
contract  for  the  $1,800,000  breakwater 
here  was  let  to  the  firm  of  Sir  John 
Jackson,  Limited,  and  $5,000,000  appro- 
priated for  ilrydocks.  He  also  en- 
id  the  construction  of  the  Hudson's 
r.fiv  i  tail  way,  and  approved  the  Georg- 
ian Bay  t'anal  pro.it.  i.  ii-  resigned

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Wounded  Man  in  Custody  at 
Seattle  Indicted  by  Grand 
Jury— Seizure  of  Complete 
Plant  Used  by  Gang,  - 


SEATTLE,  May  15,— Frank  C  Bright, 
alias  Frank  Berger,  who  has  been, un- 
der guard  in  the  city  hospital  since  the 
night  of  April  30.  when  he  was  Shot 
while  trying  to  escape  arrest  for  at- 
tempting  to  pass  a  counterfeit  Canadian 
}a  bill,  wus  indicted  by  the  Federal 
grand  jury  today  on  a  charge  of  coun- 
terfeiting. It  Is  alleged  :  that  Bright 
was  a  member  of  the  gang  whose  valu- 
able counterfeiting  plant  was  seized  in 
a  storeroom  near  the  waterfront  here 
this  week,  and  who  are  believed  to  have 
passed  f  10,000  in  counterfeit  money  in 
the  last  six  months, 

Secret  service  operatives,  who  have 
been,  working  on  tho  case  since  the  ilrst 
of  the  year,  learned  today  that  some  of 

the  valuable  engraving  equipment  found 
n  the  counterfeiters'  plant  was  stolen 
last  .Tannery  from  a  large  engraving 
company  here. 

Much  Bogns  Money 
The  seizure  of  the  counterfeiting 
plant,  valued  at  several  thousand  dol- 
lars, by  J.  F.  Statter,  Government  op- 
eratrve,  'the  revelation  of  which  was 
made. yesterday,  brings  to  light  one  Of 
the  most  daring  and  comprehensive 
counterfeiting  undertakings  to  come  to 
the  eyes  of  Government  officials  In  re- 
cent years,  and  a  case  that  has  baffled 
Canadian  officers  and  the  United  States 
secret  service  for  the  last  six  months. 
The  plant  was  discovered  in  a  storage 
room  on  Railroad  Avenue,  and  indicates 
that  Seattle  has.  been  the  headquarters 
of  a  gang  of  skilful  criminals,  who  havo 
manufactured  notes  in  the  likeness  of 
the  Bank  or  Montreal  |20  bills  and  Do- 
minion of  Canada  $5  bills,  passing  them 
ln-a  wide  radius,  Including  Seattle  Ta- 
coma,  Bcllingham,  Snohomish,  Sedro 
Woolly,  Victoria,  Vancouver,  New  West- 
minster and  along  the  route  pf  the  C. 
P.  R.  as  far  east  as  Ottawa.

ON  UPWARD  TREND 


Western      Superintendent      of      C.      F. 
Takes  Optimistic  View — Bumper 
Truit    Crop   Expected 


dlffuraieeg  would  oe  compromised  and 
that  there  never  would  be  any  actual 
clash.  'What  are  you  willing  to  con- 
cede?" asked  the  Victorian.  "Ob,  we 
cannot  go  any  further  than  we  have. 
T)ur  last  word  has  been  said."  That, 
Col.  Prior  observed,  was  the  attitude 
of  the  Nationalists.  It  was  the  posi- 
tion, also,  of  the  Ulstermen  and  their 
supporters.  The  situation,  in  his  opin- 
ion, was  one  of  the  most  serious  with 
which  British  statesmanship  had  been 
faced  for  many,  years. 

While  this  Is  so  and  tne  complexity 
of  the  problem,  as  well  as  the  import- 
ance of  arriving  at  a  peaceful  solution, 
is  recognized  in  the  Old  Country,  Col. 
Prior  asserts  that  probably  not  as 
much  is  heard  about  the  subjet  there 
as  In  British  Columbia.  It  is.  not,  he 
says,  the  general  topic  of  discussion 
that  one  would  Imagine  from  a  perusal 
of  the  dispatches.  Col.  Prior  oft 
hear  the  matter  referred  to  often  ex- 
cept In  the  service  clubs.  There,  he 
says,  the  Irish  trouble  was  heard  men- 
tioned in  conversation,  because  of  the 
fact  that  the  army  was  drawn  into  the 
controversy.  The  concensus  of  opinion 
was  that  it  was  a  pity  that  this  had 
been     done.  The     Unionist      officers 

blamed   the  •  Liberals,    while    the    latter 
laid   the  blame  on   the  opposite  party. 

That  conditions  financially  are  not 
particularly  encouraging  and  that  the 
outlook  Is  not  as  bright,  perhaps,  as  it 
might  be,  is  Col.  Prior's  view  after 
making  a  close  personal  Investigation 
among  the  capitalists  of  London  and 
the  chief  Eastern  .  Canada  centres.  Ho 
explains  that  he  is  not,  naturally,  of 
a  pessimistic  frame  of  mind  and  it  is 
his  desire  to  be  understood  as  being  in 
anything  but  such  a  condition  now. 
The  future  of  Canada  as  a  whole  and 
of  British  Columbia  especially,  lie 
thinks,  is  assured.  With  resources 
such  as  are  possessed  by  the  entire 
country,  and  particularly  by  Its  West- 
ern section,  there  could  be  no  doubt 
that  Its  exploitation  will  bring  wealth, 
population  and  general  prosperity.  Per 
a  time,  however.  Co*.  Prior  believes 
that  there  must  be  a  cessation  of  spec- 
ulation. Be  declares  that,  although 
the  Governments,  Federal  and  Provin- 
cial, will  have  no  difficulty  in  obtaining 
loans  on  the  London  market,  it  will 
not  be  easy  for  private  promoters.  The

Tomorrow  morning  at  7  o'clock,,  a 
test  of  tlfe  salt  water,  high  pressure 
system  wTTl  be  made  by  Mr.  W.  Maury, 
the  expert  who  is  making  an  Inspection 
of  the  city's  system,  of  fire  protection 
on  behalf  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters.  Mr,.  Maury  has  been  in 
the  city  for  tho  past  week  collecting 
data  relative  to  the  city's  water  supply, 
capacity  of  mains,  hydraijj  accommoda- 
tion, and  other  details  concerning  the 
water  works  system,  not  only  of  the 
city  but  also  of  the  Esquimalt  Water 
Works  Company.  The  test  of  the  salt 
water,  high  pressure  system  would  not

There  should  be  a  better 
inspection  of  milk,  foodstuffs,  etc..  and 
of  conditions  in  the  homes  of  the  poor. 
A  woman  inspector  could  do  invaluable 
-work  in  -the  way  of  instructing -poo**-  - 
persons  in  better  methods  of  handling 
foods  and  Improving  sanitary  matters 
in  the  home.

"The  Indian  Question" 

The  first  speaker,  Christian  Sl- 
vtrtz,  took  "The  Indian  Question,"  as 
his  theme,  and  in  a  thoughtful  argu- 
ment showed  he  considered  it  was  a  just 
pioeess  of  nature  that  the  higher  racu 
should  triumph  at  the  seeming  expense 
of  the  lower.  Ho  went  further  and 
pointed  out  that  it  was  better  for  tho 
Indian  to  have  higher  standards  of  civil- 
ization brought  before  him  than  to  bo 
left  in  the  darkness  of  savagedom,  and 
in  touching  on  the  difficulties  of  us- 
ing the  value  to  him.  of  the  land 
taken  from  the  Indian  he  wound  up  by 
a 'eulogy  of  the  way  In  which  the  abor- 
igine of  Canada  had  been  treated  as 
eoniparedwkh  his  brother  in  the  Untti  I 
States.  In  the  baek  row  of  the  ground 
floor  it  was  sometimes  difficult  to  hear 
this  speaker  whert  he  lowered  his  voice 
but  to  the.  gallery  he  Was  perfectly  audi- 
ble throughout. 

'Tho  Polly  of  Woman  Suffrage"  was 
lucidly  pointed  out  by  Strut  her  Foulkes, 
who  caused  much  amusement  by  a.  dis- 
claimer, of  any  personal  allusion  in  any 
of  his  remarks  to  the  mothers  and  sis- 
ters present  He  laid  it  down  as  the 
bedrock  of  his  argument  that  the  one 
justification  for  the  possession  of  the 
right  to  legislate  Was  the  power  In  the 
last  result  to  enforce  the  law,  and  this 
implied  the  possession  of  physical  force. 
Which  was  and  would,  for  many  gen- 
erations to  come,  be  tne  deciding  fac- 
tor. To  give  women  who  were  not  able 
to  enforce  the, law  tho  power  to  make 
it  would  be  to  weaken  the  whole  fabric 
of    society.

*hen  Walter  P.  Hall  gave  a, very  inter- 
esting series  of  figures  drawn  from  mu-

The  Summer  School 
It  is  an. easy  matter  to  introduce  a 
special  subject  into  city  schools.  A 
teacher  Is  always  available  who  will 
give  Instruction  to  the  grade  teachers  or 
to  the  class/  or,  perhaps,-,  to  both.  The, 
latter  method  has  been  taken  in  Vic- 
toria with  regard  to  art,  singing  and 
sewing.  Manual  training  and  domestic 
science,  requiring  special  equipment, 
have  been  entrusted  to  special  teachers. 
Thanks  to  the  supervisors,  who  have 
been  at  the  same  time  most  painstaking 
and  self-denying  teachers,  and  to  the 
members  of  the  various  staffs  who  have 
appUed  themselves  with  enthusiasm  to 
tasks  that  to  many  of  them  are  very 
difficult,  great  progress  has  been  made. 
The  pupils  of  our  city  schools  compare 
very  favorably  with  those  of  other  cities 
where  what  is  known  as  manual  has 
been  taught  much  longer! 

It  is  otherwise  In  the  case  of  rural . 
schools.  There,  the  teacher  must  he 
ready  to  do  everything,  or  the  pupils 
cannot  be  taught.  All  young  teachers 
are  now  proficient  in  drawing  arid  coIot 
work  so  far  as  these  subjects  have  been 
taught.  Most  of  them  have  had  an  op- 
portunity of  learning  something  about 
music,  and  some  of  tho  girls  have  been 
taught  sewing,  while  many  of  tho  young 
men  have  spent,  part  of  the  time  in  the 
manual  training  rooms  learning  more  of 
Its  principles  and  acquiring  greater 
skill.

It  is  also  suggested  that,  with  the  in- 
auguration of  the  Panama  Line,  tho 
European  service  of  the  Nippon  Yusen 
Kaisha  should  be  extended  to  New  York, 
so  as  to  open  up  an  all-round-the-world 
itinerary.  According  to  recent  advices 
brought  by  N.  Y.  K.  transpacific  steam- 
ers, the  premier  Japanese  concern,  does 
not  intend  to  abandon  the  North  Pacific 
route  as  at  present  operated.
